Article I, His Majesty's Government and the Yugoslav Government 
have agreed that their respective authorities in cooperation should 
make a joint and intensified effort to reach final settlement of the 
whole question of Yugoslav displaced persons and collaborators on 
territory under British control, 


Attachment of a Yugoslav Liaison Mission 


Article II. To secure closest general cooperation the Yugoslav 
Goverment will attach a high ranking Mission to General Maclean's 
mission. In addition to its principal task of securing general 
cooperation this mission shall undertake various duties and enjoy 
various rights described below. All questions conce ming application 
of this agreement shall be discussed between the two missions, 


Exchange of information 


Article III. (a) General Maclean's mission shall supply the 
Yugoslav Ideison Mission with the screening report of any Yugoslav 
national if there is reason to believe that he is identical with a 
person whose surrender has been demanded by the Yugoslav Government, 
Members of the Yugoslav Liaison Mission shall not participate in the 
process of screening but when any Yugoslav national already arrested 
by the British authorities is interrogated on suspicion of collaboration 
with the fods powers during the war the Yugoslav Liaison Mission shall 
have the right to participate in such interrogation.

Break up of Organisations hostile to United Nations interests 
and to repatriation 


Article IV. ‘The Yugoslav Government will, as provided in paregraph 
T1I(b) above supply ell information in their possession about any 
Yugoslav organisations hostile to united nations interests and to 
repatriation, established in the British zones of Germany and 
Austria, On the receipt of this informtion the British authorities 
will take all practical steps in their power to dissolve any such 
organietions which they are satisfied are engaged in such activities. 
HMG will, in association with Yugoslav Government, make representations 
in proper querters for dissolution of any similar orgenisations which 
may be shown to exist amongst refugees in Italy for whom HMG have 

in fhe past been solely or jointly responsible.

Article 5. General Maclean's Mission will give the highest 
priority to the screening of Jugoslav nationals in the British 
zones of Austria Tn addition to screening 411 those in camps, 
they will make every effort to screen such Jugoslav nationals 
as are at present outside the camps. As soon as the screening 
has been completed a Jugoslav nationals found, whose surrender 
has been requested by the Jugoslav Government and not finally 
refused by His Majesty's Government will be arrested, Those 
whose arrest or surrender has for any reason been refused will 
at once be sent to the British Zone of Germany.

As provided for dn Article 6 below, the Jugoslav Liaison Mission 
will be given every opportunity to represent to all remaining 
Tugoslavs the advantage of returning to their ovm country, and all 
those volunteering for repatriation will be accorded every facility 
for returning to Jugoslavia,. His Majesty's Government undertake 

to make eve fort to secure the early removal from Austria and 
resettlement elsewhere of all such Jugoslavs who do not so volunteer. 
They will, in particular do their best to arrange for this through 
the International Refugee Organisation or with other governments

Repatriation 


Article 6. His Majesty's Government will apply in camps under 
their control the principle accepted by the Council of Foreign 
Ministers in Moscow that all propaganda directed against United 
Nations interests or azainst repatriation will be forbidden in 
displaced person camps. So far as is physically possible His 
Majesty's Government will segregate Jugoslav nationals who are shown 
to be engaged in anti-repatriation propaganda. It is agreed that 
the segregation of such persons will in no way prejudice their 
subsequent 4: sale 


Article 7 His Majesty's Government agree in principle to accord 
access to Jug 4 ma d heir control by Jugoslav 
repatriation officials, or, in certain circumstances to be agreed, 
any other Jugoslav nationals sponsored by the Jugoslav Governmente 
In view however of their overriding respousibility for the personal 
security of visitors, the British authorities must retain the right 
in all cases, after consultation with the Jugoslav liaison Mission 
to make the final decision concerning any particular visit. 


Article 6. His Majesty's Government agree in principle to 
facilitate the provision to Jugoslavs in camps under their control, 
of publicity material provided by the Jugoslav Government with the 
intention of encouraging repatriation. While the British authorities 
cannot waive their right to censor such mterials, it is agreed that 
this should as far as possible be conducted on the basis of mutual 
cooperation between the British Authorities and the Jugoslav Liaison 
Mission, 


Article 9 His Majesty's government will so far as it practicable 
make available on an agreed scale technical facilities for 
repatriation such as transportation. 


Article 10 His Majesty's Governmentagree that the provisions 
or articles 6, 7, 8 end 9 apply equally to yugoslav nationals 
serving in British wilitary cAmps end installations as members 
of the Civil watchmens Corps. 


Article 11 Im order to further encourage repatriation the 
Yugoslav Government will publish a declaration offering under the 
terms of the existing amnesty laws, a free return to the follow- 
ing categories with the exception of persons guilty of specific 
criminal offences: members of the Croat and Slovene Domobrani 
Cetnik, Nedic, Moslem, and Skiptar units and conscripts in 
Ustashi armed forces or into the Russisn end Serb volunteer 
Corps. (The wording of this article if it is accepted in 
principle is to conform with the text of existing amnesties which 
have not yet been studied in sufficient dtail.) 


Collaborators Article 12 His Majesty's Government agree to teke 
all possible steps to apprehend Yugoslav nationals whose 

surrender as collaborators with the Axis forces has been requested 
by the Yugoslav Government apart from those whose surrender has 
been finally refused by His Majesty's Government. The Yugoslav 
authorities will cooperate in this task by providing information 
through the agency of their liaison Mission. 


Article 13. (a) His Majesty's Government will surrender all 
Yugoslav nationals in their power against whom the Yugoslav 
Government have established a prima facie case of active collabora- 
tion with the axis powers (b) persons at present held in detention 
by the British authorities as suspected collaborators, and other 
such persons. who may subsequently be arrested at the request of 

the Yugoslav authorities, shall be released if His Majesty's 
Government are unable to agree that the case against them is 
sufficient to warrant their surrender to the Yugoslav authorities 
unless the Ygoslav Government shall have provided further 
information bearing on the case against them within two months 

of their being requested by His Majesty's Government to do so. 
Should H.M, Government on receipt of such furbher information 
remain of the opinion that no prima facie case of guilt has been 
established the person in question shall be released, 


Article l,. The Jugoslav Government agree that they do not 

desire the forcible surrender of any Jugoslav nationals other than 
those whose surrender has been specifically requested by name. 

While the Jugoslav Government retain the right to make certain 
additional requests to His Majesty's Government for surrender by 
neme as further information becomes available to them they agree that 
no such further requests shall be made after a period of two months 
following the signature of this agreement. While additional 
information in support of requests already made should be provided 
through the chennel of the Jugoslav Liaison wission direct to General 
Meclean's Wission additional requests for surrender should be submitted 
through the channel of the Jugoslav Ambassador in London. 


Limitation of Movement. Article 15, H.M.Government and the jugoslav 
Government regard it as particularly importent that all possible steps 
should be taken to prevent any movement of Jugoslav national which 
might hinder the fulfilment of this agreement. 


Cooperation of third parties. Article 16. H.M.Government and the 
TJugoslav Government agree that they will actively seek the consent or 
cooperation of third parties where this is necessary for the implement-

REPORT ON VISIT TO THE REFUGEE SCREENING KLAGENFURT 


AUCU SP 1947. 


On 29th August I visited the Refugee Scrcening sion to find out how they 
and the War Crimes Group (S.E.E.) were working together and to see if some of 
the work which has so far been channelled thro Political Branch could in 
future be dealt with direct by the Screening sion, I was shewn their records 
and spent most of the morning with Mr. Haldane Porter, who is in charge of the 
Screening part of the Mission as distinct from the Admin part. Major Cooke of 
War Crimes Group (S. .) was present for som of the time, 


In the afternoon I went to War Crimes Group (6 a.) at Ferlach with 
Major Bisgood of Military Division. 


i. QUISLINGS AND TRATTO! 


I first asked Mr. Haldane Porter whether any action had been taken on 
Foreign Office telegram to Vierma No: 1130 para i(b) before he had spoken to 
Lieutenant Colonel Wilkinson on the telephone the previous day, Mr. Porter 
explained that he and Major Cooke had agreed to a mor&torium on arrests of 
persons in DP Camps for the time being. This had been decided on to prevent 
DPs leaving the camps (which are all unguarded) before they could be screened 
when they discovered that persons who had turned up for screening were being 
arrested, It was_proposed to finish screening a camp and to effect arrests 
of suspected quislings and traitors a week or two after the screening party had 
left, In this way it was hoped to prevent DPs realising the connexion between 
the activities of the screening officers and the subsequent arrests by F. 

So far only ohe camp has been sereened and eight wanted men found there living, 
under their own names. I explained to Mr, Haldane Porter and Major Cooke that 
no-one was to be arrested merely at the request of the Yugoslav War Crimes 
Mission and promised to confirm this in witing, 


Both Mr. Porter and Mr. Clissold,of the Intelligence Section of the Mission, 
agreed that the lists of wanted persons which the Foreign Office is now 
sending to them and copying to us should be dealt with by the Sereening Mission 
in future. Miss Money, from the Intelligence Section of the Mission is coming 
up here on Wednesday to check through our records and extract particulars 
of any individuals of wiom they have no record, 


Both Mr. Porter and Mr, Clissold were rluctant to accept action on 
letters which we receive from the Yugoslav War Crimes Mission in Viena asking 
for the arrest and detention of persons pending formal application for their 
extradition to the Foreign Office, We therefore arranged that, until the 
arrival of the high ranking Yugoslav Mission which is, umer the terms of the 
agreement which has just been negotiated by General Maclean in Belgrade, to be 
attached to the Sereening Mission in Klagenfurt, we would continue to act as 
a channel between the Yugoslav War Crimes Mission in Vienna and the Screening 
Mission and War Crimes Group (S. i & ) 


I understani that the Screening Mission has been doing interrogations for 
the War Crimes Group and passing the reports back to them for legal opinion 
andreconmendations, Mr. Porter and Mr. Clissold were not very happy about this 
procedure but after discussion agreed that, as they have no legal aivisers and 
as, (as I later confirmed at Ferlach) the War Crimes Group has ample staff to 
cope with this commitment, this was the only wey to comply with Foreig Office 
instructions, F f)

Major Cooke is shortly transferring to the Screening Mission and will take 
his records of quislings and traitors with him, The Screening Mission is not 
prepared to take en any work in connexion with war criminals proper, Major

I have now studied the report of la. D. Thigham 
on the screening in Germany of Yugoslav 3.%.°. contained 
in your letter LACAB/32/iN?/Wosu of llth August and 
have been favourably impressed by the speed and 
efficiency with which the difficult task of screening 
over 11,000 persons hag been discharged by yourself 
and your staff, I ehall be glad if you will express 
to them satiefaction at the manner in which this 
first pe of their work has been carried out. I hope 
that the International Refugee Organisation will be 
prepared to accept without question the classification 
into White and Grey categories enbodied in the report 
under reference, and that they will automatically extend 
assistance to all who have been classed ag White. 


2e I have considered whet steps should now be taken 
to arrive at on early and final disposal of all these 
persons. As regarde those who have been classified as 
Black, I enclose a copy of a letter dated llth August 
fram ur, Wallinger to Mr. Stee) hich sets out in 
detail the procedure which mist now be adopted for 
@eciding on the fate of theese people. iIn paragraph 35 
of your letter you recomend that those Blacks who have 
been so classified since their arrival in Germany will 
require a more intensive interrogation before it can 
be decided whether a Zagie case has been made out 
against them, I hope you will be able to make 
errangements with the military authorities in Germany 
for this work to begin at as early a date as your 
commitments in other spheres will permit. Detailed 
interrogation reports have however already been forwarded 
by your Miesion for a certain number of Blacks from this 
group who were interviewed before their rewoval from Italy 
and in such cases it should be possible for the Legal 
Reviewing Comission to pronounce on these cases without 
further delay. As pointed out in Mr. Wallinger's letter 
it will be necessary to arrange for United States 
participation when reviewing those cases for whom there 
was originally a joint responsibility. 


3. You will remenber that it was originally our 
intention that the so-called "Chetnik Group" of Yugoslava 
should be split up immediately on arrivel in Germany, but 
that at your request it was decided to postpone a 
action of this sort until agreement on the disposal of all 
Yugeslev refugees could be reached as a result of the 
negotiations which you are pursuing with the Yugoslav 
Goverment.
